The UK Radio Scouting team offers a chance to join in the radio team of the 
European Scout Jamboree and the Brownsea Reloaded camp that will be held 
this summer. ==> YOU WILL NEED TO REACT BEFORE 28 FEBRUARY 
2005. 


You are cordially invited to apply to join the Amateur Radio Team for the 
forthcoming EuroJam Camp, to be held in Hylands Park, Essex, from the 29th 
July to the 10th August 2005. This will be the largest camp held in the UK 
for many years, with approximately 15 000 Scouts expected to participate. Full 
information about EuroJam can be found at http://www.eurojam.org. We have 
been invited to put together a team of 30 International Service Team operators 
to run the Amateur Radio Station on the site. 


In addition to the Essex site, we are also looking to form a team of 7 operators 
to run Radio Scouting activities from Brownsea Island for the same period, for 
a series of camps known as ‘Brownsea Reloaded’.

RAE EXAMINATION SYLLABUS 


Candidates for the forthcoming Radio Amateur’s Examination are advised that 
in terms of the new Radio Regulations, the examination will be based on the 


CEPT Harmonised Amateur Radio Examination Certificate (HAREC) syllabus, 
which is available from the SARL web site. The recently released RAE training 
manual, which is available as a free download from the SARL web site, covers 
most of the technical aspects of the HAREC syllabus. Whatever training manual 
you choose to use, please do not rely on the contents of the manual or on past 
examination papers as a guide to the contents of the forthcoming examination, 
but ensure that you are acquainted with the published HAREC syllabus. 


The rules and regulations paper will be based on the new Radio Regulations as 
promulgated in Government Gazette No. 27 252 of 4 February 2005, which is 
also available for download from the SARL web site, www.sarl.org.za.

PETER I DXPEDITION 


I am afraid we have bad news reports Bob Allphin, K4UEE, and Ralph Fe- 
dor, KOIR. At 01:00 local time today we learned that our charter vessel, the 
Cavendish Sea, had not yet sailed from the port of Comodoro Rivadavia. The 
Cavendish Sea was to sail to Ushuaia to pick up the DXpedition team and their 
equipment on Friday, Feb 18th. We were to sail before noon. 


Because they have delayed their arrival until Sunday, and with a projected 
Monday departure, we have simply run out time. This latest delay on top of 
numerous previous delays, simply makes it impossible for us to spend a sufficient 
amount of time on Peter I to justify the DXpedition this year. 


So, we have no choice but to postpone the DXpedition until 2006. We believe it 
is essential to allow enough time on Peter I to justify the monetary investment 
made by the team members, our sponsors, individual contributors, DX Clubs, 
DX Foundations. 


After having the first vessel, the Antarctic Dream, default on their contract with 
us, then the helicopter company default on their contract and then after putting 
everything back together with an new boat and helicopter on this past Tuesday, 
the team has been on quite an emotional rollercoaster. Our sincerest thanks to 
everyone for the encouragement and support you offered us during this time. 


PROPAGATION REPORT 


A characteristic of this past week was the lack of sun activities. The coming 
week seems to present a similar picture. The sunspot number on Thursday was 
only 26,0 as compared to last week’s 60,8. I doubt if it will go any lower, but 
should rather increase. Propagation conditions are at a low point and we will 
have to make our peace with this situation - at least for this and the next year. 
The expected sunspot number for February remains at 25,2 as against last year’s 
49,3.
